2. Eligibility.— Any Village Panchayat which 
is affected by plastic garbage menace in the Village 
is eligible to get financial assistance from the 
Government to deal with such 

such menace 
in the Village Panchayat . The Director of 
Panchayats shall grant financial assistance to the 
eligible Panchayats fulfilling the following 
criteria :

( a ) suburban Panchayats will be eligible for 
financial assistance i.e. close to Municipal Councils ;

( d ) coastal belt Panchayats (coastal areas 
should be free from plastic garbage from tourism 
point of view ); 


(b ) Every labourer or rag picker shall be 
supplied with sufficient number of polythene 
bags and one set of hand gloves to collect the 
plastic garbage scattered in the Villages . 


( e ) Panchayats where nallahs/ springs /water 
ways carrying water to the paddy fields are 
affected with plastic garbage menace ; 


(c ) The plastic bags collected in polythene 
bags by the labourers / rag pickers shall be 
dumped at such place selected for the purpose 
by the Village Panchayats . 


(f) villages having religious placeswhere annual 
jatras/ fairs / feasts are held ; 


( d ) All such bundles of polythene bags 
containing the plastic garbage shallbe disposed 
off either by handing it over to any such 
agencies /persons dealing with such garbage or 
may be recycled using shredding machines. 


( g ) establishment of industries /SSI units / 
/ commercial complexes generating plastic 
garbage in the Villages. 


3. Purpose.— The main purpose of framing of 
the Scheme is to make the Village Panchayats free 
from plastic garbage before the onset ofmonsoon , 
as it is a known fact that plastic garbage is one 
of the main factors for clogging of gutters 
and drains , which leads to water logging and 
flooding . 


6. Use of shredding machine.- ( 1) The 
Government shall provide to the selected Village 
Panchayats a shredding machine for shredding of 
plastic garbage and thereafter dispose off the 
shredded plastic to any such Agency for utilization 
of the same for blending with bitumen used in 
black topping of roads . 


( 2 ) The revenue, if any, collected towards sale 
of the shredded plastic shall be appropriated by 
the Panchayat for public use . 


4. Amount of financial assistance . Every 
selected Village Panchayat which is affected by 
plastic garbage shall be sanctioned Rs. 25,000 / 
(Rupees twenty five thousand only ) per annum by 
the Government. The Block Development Officer 
of the respective Block shall draw and disburse 
the amount to the Panchayats on verification that 
the Village Panchayats to whom the financial 
assistance has been sanctioned has actually 
removed or gathered all the plastic garbage in its 
jurisdiction and is satisfied that the Village 
Panchayat is totally free from plastic garbage . 


7 . Special provision when compacting 
compactors provided.— The Village Panchayat to 
whom garbage compactors are provided by the 
Government shall be sanctioned an amount of 
Rs. 50,000 / - per annum which shall be utilized for 
the purpose of fuel to the compactor and a gang of 
four labourers to be employed by the Panchayat 
for collection of plastic garbage and disposal ofthe 
same at the garbage collection site of the Village 
Panchayat. 


5. Appointment of labourers or Rag Pickers and 
utilization ofmoney sanctioned under Clause 4. 
( 1 ) The amount sanctioned shall be utilized for the 
purpose of collection of plastic garbage from all 
places in the Village Panchayat and disposal of 
the same . 


8. Utilization certificates.- Every Village 
Panchayat to whom the financial assistance is 
sanctioned shall submit utilization certificate duly 
countersigned by the Block Development Officer 
of the respective Block to the Director of 
Panchayats within a period of six months. Unspent 
amount, if any, shall be refunded to the 
Government . 


(2 )(a ) For this purpose , every Village Panchayat 
shall appoint sufficient number of labourers or rag 
pickers who shall be paid @of Rs. 100 / - (Rupees 
hundred only ) per day for a maximum period of 
10 days on daily wage basis .
